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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not found persuasive. Applicant argues that Bosley, Jr. (US 5,081 ,997) fails to 
disclose that the tungsten particles provide both echogenic and radiopaque properties. In particular, glass particles are used to provide 
echogenic properties to the polymer of the catheter and tungsten is used to provide radiopacity in the catheter of Bosley, Jr. 

Claim 1 of the instant application includes the limitation of a first material which is radiopaque and echogenic, and a second material that 
contains tunsten carbide. Either material (first or second) may include both the glass beads and the tungsten particles taught by Bosley, Jr. 
since there is nothing in the claim that limits the material to having only one type of particle within it. Therefore, Bosley, Jr. makes obvious 
the addition of both glass and tungsten particles in the material of the guide catheter in order to impart both radiopacity and echogenic 
properties. Sarkis (US 5,921 ,933) teaches that the addition of particles with a specific gravity of 5 or greater and sized less than 500 
nanometers provide echogenic properties to a material. One skilled in the art would recognize that, since tungsten carbide has a greater 
specific gravity than 5, it can be used to provide echogenic properties as taught by Sarkis. It would have been obvious to use this material 
to provide both the echogenic and radiopaque properties since it is clearly capable of producing radiopacity and, in view of Sarkis, can be 
used to make a material echogenic. This would obviate the need for glass particles which simplifies manufacturing of the material since only 
one kind of particle is mixed into the polymer. 
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
